Premier Rutherford said that it was 
regretable that the circumstances 
were such that the House should be 
asked to allow such a bill to pags, but 
he thought that -the mater would 
| not be taken 4s a precederit. 

Attorney-General Cross said that the 
reason why he would support the bill 
was because the money had been alt 
ready borrowed and spent. The citizens 
of the town were willing that the debt 
should be paid and there was every rea- 
s0n why the mortgagees should get 
their money. 

Mr. MieKenzie said that he objected 
to the principle of the bill but was go- 
ing to vote for it owing to the special 
circumstances that surrounded this par- 
ticular case. The debenture holders at 
the time that the money was loaned, be- 
lieved that they were making the loan 
on good security. He had no particular 
sympathy with the plea that the de- 
benture holders would suffer, as they 
being business men, should be abie to 
take care 
that their security was good, and he did 
not see that there was any object in 
passing ordinances if they were to be 
broken, but the member for Si. Albert 
had said that there was no opposition 
to the bylaw, that the people /of the 
town wanted it, and therefore he was 
going to vote for it. 

Mr. Robertson said that he had un- 
derstcod that the vote in the St. Al- 
| bert council on the question of raising 
| the debentures was four to four. He 
| wou'd like to know if this was ihe case

Mr. Robertson asked who were these

Mr. Rosenroll said that the assets

be a greater wrong for the House to 
refuse to legalize the validity of the 
bonds than it would be for them not 
to legalize it. 
| Mr. Robertson wanted to know what 
business it was of the house if the 
bond-holders had made a bad deal. That 
should be their lookout. 

John T. Moore said that he would 
never be a party to repudiating a just 
obligation. All that the bill asked was 
that the town of St. Albert should be 
allowed *to carry out the undertaking 
which the people of St. Albert cor- 
templated at the ‘ime that 
they entered into the transaction.

Incorporation of First Financial In- 
stitution of Kind With Head- 


quarters in Edmonton 


The first private bill affecting Ed- 
monton people went through the leg- 
isiature for its first and gecond read- 
ing, and was completed all but’ the 
third reading, which will come up next 
week. It was the bill to incorporate 
the Alberta Canadian Insurance Com- 
pany, of which John A. »icDougall, J. 
H. Garipey, P. E. Butchard, W. T. 
Henry and H. C. Taylor are the incor- 
porators, with head offices in Edmon- 
ton. The bill proposes to incorporate 
a company with a capital of $500,000 
to engage in the fire, marine and hail 
insurance business in Alberta and else- 
where. The clauses of the bill require 
doubie liability on the part of the 
shareholders and in every respect are 


| similar to those usually incorporated in 


an insurance charter. It is notable on- 
ly by the fact that it is a strictly Ed-

There is as yet no gen- 
eral insurance act, and consequently a 
committee on insurance was appointed 
in the house a few days ago which 
went over the bill before it was re-
